Strike 
funds 


denied

Last night, the Students’ Council 
issued a statement of support for 
the maintenance workers’ strike, 
but denied requested funds to the 
McGill Strike Support Committee. 

By a vote of four in favour, two 

opposed, and seven abstentions, a 
motion by Arts representative Will 
Hoffman declaring Council's sup- 
port for “the demands of the McGill 
maintenance workers” and urging 
all students, with some exceptions, 
“to respect the picket lines” was 
passed. An amendment that called 
for open libraries was also carried. 
The amendment was, in Man- 
agement Rep. Bennett Little's 
words, “an anti-sympathy-strike 
amendment.” Several of the abs- 
taining Council members indicated 
that they agreed with the motion, 
but not with the amendment, 
which was called “ambiguous” and 
an interference with the workers’ 
right to strike. 

A motion that requested $765 for 
the McGill Strike Support Commit- 
tee was defeated. Donald Schreib- 
er, finance director, objected to the 
amounts asked for literature pub-

The Judicial Committee of the 
Students’ Society Tuesday night 
decided to delay giving a verdict 
on whether society president Paul 
Drager was justified in delaying 
the date for an open meeting to 


discuss the proposed constitution : 


published in the 
September 26. 


The committee said that the 
present constitution and the 
positions of Drager and Council 
Arts representative Will Hoffman, 
a supporter of the new 
constitution, were too ambiguous 
for them to make an immediate 
decision, It said it would not make 
a decision until Drager and 
Hoffman submit their positions in 
writing. 

Hoffman accused Drager of 
delaying the meeting so that he 
would be able: to subamend the 
proposed constitution, and alter

the course of the- constitutional 
meeting. Drager replied that any 
student should have the right to 
change and amend the constitu- 
tion, and that political considera- 
tions should be irrelevant to the 


‘ constitutional issue. 


If the Committee rules in favor 
of Drager, the open meeting will 
be held as planned on October 25. 
Otherwise, the open meeting will 
be called within three days of the 
termination of the maintenance 
workers’ strike. Also, an open 
meeting will be for the express 
purpose of debating the relative 
merits of the existing constitution 
and that published September 26, 
Drager will not be able to 
introduce amendments or bring his 
own proposed constitution into 
the discussion. 

The Judicial Committee said it 
will attempt to reach a verdict by 
Friday, although the case may be 
held over into the following week.

arranged to come, 

12:10 p.m.—Sorochinsky discus- 
ses the blood drive in the drive 
office—Union B23. The drive will 
run until October 24, and be open at 
10 a.m, and close at 9 p.m. tonight, 
Monday and Wednesday, and at 6 
p.m. Friday and Tuesday. Anyone 


can give blood, as long as he or she - 


is between the ages of 18 and 65, in 
good health, and did not donate 
blood within the last 12 weeks. 
The blood drive's goal is 4500 
pints of blood. According to the 


drive’s fact sheet, “this is the © 


amount needed to meet the blood 
requirements of the people of 
Southern Quebec for one week.” 
Last year, the drive's goal was 5000 
pints, but only 3249 pints were 
collected. Prizes will be awarded 
every hour. 

In answer toa question about the 
effect of the McGill workers’ strike 


on the blood drive, Fong and 
Sorochinsky replied: “We are res- 


pecting their picket lines and they ~ 


are supporting us—we rerouted 
the parade in respect for the 
picketers and they were willing to 
cross their own lines to give us a 
hand. The only foreseeable obstac- 
le is the possibility of the school 
closing on Monday. But at the 
moment, everything appears fine.” 

4:48 p.m.—but all is not fine. 
Gene and Anne Granatstein say the 
turnout for Day One is not at all 


satisfactory. The reason — “It 


seems the kids just aren't into 
giving blood this year”. But an- 
other explanation — the workers’ 
strike— seems more plausible. 
Many students are not coming to 
school in respect for the workers’ 
picket lines; blood drive workers 
did not cross picket lines to put up 
notices advertising the drive aro- 
und campus; and some students 
may be hesitant to enter the Union, 
unsure of the exact boundaries of 
the picket lines.

A rally and march by students in 
support of the striking mainten- 
ance workers ended with students 
knee deep in garbage on the steps 
of the administration building yes- 
terday. 2 


The rally at the Students’ Union 
building was called to clarify the 
workers’ demands. Of the 500 
students at the rally, 200 made the 
trek to the administration building 


to urge the administration to meet 


the workers’ demands. The stu- 
dents plastered the windows and 
doors’ of the building with strike 
support stickers, shouted support 
for the workers, and called on 
Principal Bell to appear and defend 
his position, 


No administration spokesman 
appeared until the students began 
to demonstrate in a more aggress- 
ive manner. Bags full of garbage 
were taken from the side of the 


building and emptied on the front 
steps. In the midst of the deluge, 
Samuel Kingdon, director of the 
Office of University Planning, 
appeared to answer the students. 


Kingdon made three points that 
brought on heckling from the 
students. He first said that strikers 
have the right to picket only on the 


picket line. Various students re- 
plied that they were students, not : 


strikers and that in any case the 
strikers have the right to picket on 
their employer's property. 


Kingdon said that the negoti- 


-ations were going satisfactorily 


and that the students were not 
helping the situation. He added 
that essential services should be 
maintained. 

When Kingdon was asked why 
Principal Bell had not appeared, he 
said Bell was out to lunch. The

students thereupon took up the 
chant of “Bell's out to lunch.” 

Earlier at the rally, the students 
were addressed) by Fernand 
Daoust, vice-president of the Que- 
bec Federation of Labour. Daoust 
reiterated the workers’ demands 
and called on all students and 
faculty.to support them. He also 
said that most of McGill's workers 
are immigrants and many have 
language difficulties, 

Daoust said that the McGill 
workers are more confident of their 
rights now and will no longer allow 
themselves to be exploited. 

The rally was also addressed by 
Marlene Dixon, professor of soc- 
iology, who announced that the 
McGill Faculty Union would set up 
a grievance committee to hear 
cases of students and other people 
at McGill who feel that they have 
been coerced into crossing the 
picket lines. 





SGWU students — 
to boycott  — 


The three week old strike of Sir 
George Williams library workers 
reached a new stage this week as 
students and professors made 
plans to boycott classes.

First to act were the professors 
of the History department, who 
announced last Friday that all 
history classes ‘would be cancelled 
starting next Monday. The move 
was motivated by a feeling among 
the professors that they would be 
unable to teach properly without 
the use of library facilities. The 
move by the history professors was 
endorsed by the History Students 
Society, : 

In other developments the Day 


Students Association of Sir George 
finally broke its’ silence on the 
strike question and adopted’ a 
resolution supporting the library 
workers. Italso called for a general 
boycott of classes next Tuesday, 
Wednesday, and Thursday, in an 


effort to speed up negotiations. If 


the negotiations produce no results 
by November 12, the Students 
Society urged a general boycott of 
classes for the duration of the 
strike, 

The feeling among the students, 
as among the history professors 
was that itis impossible for them to 
do their academic work properly 
without the use of the library. To 
add to their woes, the operations of 


the McGill library facilities are 
being reduced because of the Mc- 
Gill workers strike. This means 


that only students with McGill: 


identification will be permitted to 
use the libraries, Sir George stu- 
dents who have been using the 
McGill facilities will be forced to go 
elsewhere. 

It is apparent that the Sir 
George students are finally becom- 
ing impatient with the intransi- 
gence of their administration. A 
demonstration has been announced 
for today at 2:30 p.m. in front of the 
Hall Building. The demonstrators 
will march to the administration 
building on Sherbrooke St. to set 
up a picket line,

Which side are youon? 
To the editor: 

It is with compassion for the 
workers that one must regard the 
struggle they have been forced to 
undertake by the obstinacy of the 
University's administration, 

The Masters of the University 
perceive themselvesas the elite ofa 
community ofscholars (the scholars 
are, of course, the members of 
faculty). They consider it their 
responsibiltiy to take whatever 
action they deem necessary in the 
interest of the academics. The Very 
Bureaucrat Stanley Frost and his 


colleagues can be expected to act 


upon a philosophy of labour- 
management relations so outdated 
thatitcanonly be compared to their 
philosophy of — student-teacher 
relations. 

Those who subscribe to the 
notion of an elitist and feudalistic 
university, cannot seriously con- 
sider the workers, or even the 
students, to be a part of their 
community, The students are 
tolerated in order to fund the 
scholars’ Castalia. The workers are 
but lubricant for the academic 
machine. They aren't really people 


like the Fellows who populate the 
Faculty Club, 

The fact that the 
demands are — embarrassingly 
moderate and completely reason- 
able won't deter the bosses (all of 
whom are WASPs, incidentally) 
from doing everything they can to 
break the back of the strike. 

It doesn't require a very 
considerable social conscience to 
recognize the justice of the strike 
andthe need to respect picket lines. 
The student who feels he or she 
cannot afford the sacrifice of 
missing some laboratories or 
classes will have “voted with their 
feet" for the perpetuation of 
exploitation. 

It will be interesting to sce 
whether students perceive them- 
selves primarily as allies of the 
workers or as allies of (and future 
members of) the elite.

Superport menaces ecology, say profs —

The development of the planned 
supertanker port on the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence will be “detrimental” to 
the quality of the Gulf and the 
income of the fishermen using the 
Gulf, says Professor D'Anglejean 
of the Marine Sciences Faculty of 
McGill. | 

He was speaking about the 
“chronic pollution” that would 
result if a port is built on the St. 
Lawrence. He ‘is working in 


conjunction with Professor Grant’ 


Ingram, also of McGill, and 
colleagues from the Universities of 
Laval, Rimouski, McGill, and 
Montreal. Together they have 
formed the Inter-University Re- 
search Group of Quebec, to study 
the oceanography of the St. Law- 
rence. 

Two weeks ago, the IUORGQ 
released a “public service” study on 
the possible ecological effects of the 
projected superport, coupled with 
the announcement that a major oil 
spill in the area could cause envi- 
ronmental damage of catastrophic 
proportions. According to the two 
professors, the report stirred much 
unrest among government offic- 
jals, and led to the admission that 
eight sites are being considered for 
the location of the superport. 
These range from Quebec City in 
the west, toGrande Isle in the east. 


The professors believe that this 
is indicative of the secretive way in 
which the government is handling 
the entire affair. In fact, it was the 
lack of available information that 
prompted the IUORGQ to publish 
the document, which was printed 
in many of the French-language 
dailies in the province. To date, 
this has been the-only such report 
made available. 


The port is part of the provincial 
development aimed at stimulating 
Quebec's economy. Specifically, it 
will -provide employment for 
workers in the Gaspe region. It will 


also boost Montreal's refining. 


industry. Most of the oil will then 
be shipped to the United States to 
ease their reported energy crisis. 


Professors Ingram and D'Angle- 
jean feel the government has been 
negligent in informing the public. 
The environmental impact report 
tried to fill that gap. Written in 
layman’s terms, the study 
attempted to educate the people of 
Quebec on the dangers involved in 
maintaining a superport on the 
Gulf. They feared that the 
government would go ahead with 
the project without giving the 
Quebec people a chance to voice 


their opinion. Ingram hopes the 
IOURGQ's revelations will stave 


offany rash decisions on the part of 
the government, 

So far, the only. other scientific 
studies made were some “superfic- 
ial” ones on the Sept-Isles area? Re- 
search on some of the sites is being 
conducted by private concerns, 
notably Ashland-Nepco and Gag- 
ne-Oilco, both of whom ‘have 
already purchased land on the sites 
they're researching. These com- 
panies are withholding the 
information they are gathering. 


The government indicated that it 
won't release any information until 
a final report is compiled. This may 
take as long as three years, 


The main reason for the 
scientists’ concerns are the 
currents in the area. An oil spill 
could endanger the entire Gulf, as 
far as the coast of Newfoundland. 
Even the slightest laxity in enforc- 
ing safety regulations could mean 
devastation ‘in the dangerous 
waters ofthe estuary. D'Anglejean 
pointed out that after a few yearsin 
operation there will most probably 
be a weakening of harbour control. 


The report found that the 


estuary region around Sept-Isles is 
crucial to the ecological balance of 
the entire Gulf, as this is at the con- 
fluence of the fresh Saguenay river 
water and the salty St. Lawrence. 


An oil spill here could disrupt the 
fishing of the entire Gaspe peninsu- 
la for years, at a cost of at least $4 


, million a year. A larger spill could 


endanger the fishing for the entire 
Gulf, which includes some of the 
most productive fishing grounds on 
the continent. 


The Gaspe region is enormously 
productive in. algae and other sea 
plant life located at the base of the 
marine food chain. Loss of this 
potential food could incur incalcul- 


able costs both directly and by dis- 


rupting the delicate food cycle. 


The many migrating birds who 
stop in this region will not survive 


the poisonous petroleum. Species _ 


of fish not directly harmed by the 


floating oil will be rendered ined- 


ible. Tourism, said to be Quebec’s 
main industry, will surrer, Thus, a 
grim picture is painted by the 
study. ; 


A combination of speedy cur- 


Tents, fog, andice packs in this area 


combine to increase the likelihood 
that devastation will occur. The 
currents in the estuary flow at 3-4 
knots, too strong for the massive 
200,000 ton tankers to navigate 
safely. Cleanup operations would 
be impossible. Both horizontal and 
vertical movements of water would 


disperse oil into isolated patches 


and some would head towards the 
shoreline. Presently, ice and fog 
that are found inland, can not only 
cause a major disaster among the 
tankers, with oil spills of tens of 
thousands of gallons, but also make 
cleanup operations extremely diffi- 
cult. The oil retreats under the ice, 
and the fog would hinder cleanup 
crews, 


The report concluded with an 
appeal to the Quebec people and 
government to keep several factors 
in mind. Although oil transporta- 
tion costs increase with the 
distance from the Montreal mark- 
et, risks of oil spills and environ- 
mental danger decrease the farther 
east one goes. Furthermore, the 
economic advantages of a super- 
port might be offset by the costs 
incurred from the loss of fishing 
and tourism in the Gaspe, not to 


‘mention the irreparable damage to 


wildlife. 


In the view of D'Anglejean, 
“There is no reason to build it”. No 
matter where the port is situated, 
“the presence of supertankers will 
necessarily contribute to the qual- 
ity of the estuary by instituting a 
chronic pollution” which will inex- 
orably decrease biological produc- 
tion in one of the richest marine 
areas of Canada.

RICHARD FARLEY AND 
TWO LIBRARY ASSISTANTS 

The following summarized state- 
ments are all a result of a convers- 
ation between Richard Farley, 
director of McGill libraries, and 
two library assistants, in the hope 
that the library administration's 
present stand will be clarified. 

Farley has approved: the con- 
tents of this notice. 

“Library workers who, as a 
response to the strike, are remain- 
ing away from their jobs and those 
that are on picket lines will not lose 
any salary until Dr. Farley is 
otherwise notified.
